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JIM CHARLTON ISSUED WOODS: 

As indicated earlier in this newsletter, the Canadian Numismatic Association convention is a 
coming up on July 12 to 14" in Vancouver. CAWMC member Jim Charlton, one of Canada’s 
best known Numismatists who has received many numismatic awards for his promotion of 
Canadian numismatics, is expected to again attend this convention. Jim celebrated his 90" 
birthday at last year’s convention in Quebec City and has yet to miss a C.N.A. convention. We 
hope to see him in Vancouver. Shown here are the wooden nickels that Jim has personally 
issued over the years. 

The ‘Toronto Canada Coin Exchange’ wood, which was Jim’s first ever wooden nickel issue, 
was distributed by him at his booth during the 1955 Canadian National Exhibition. Out of the 
three thousand pieces given out, only one was returned for the 5 cent redemption. The thicker- 
than-normal blanks used to make that wood were made by a Toronto firm and the printing was 
done by the ‘Toronto Stamp and Stencil Co.’. The other woods were made by Canada Wide 
Woods of Gadshill, Ont.

Norm, our most avid Canadian Wooden Money 
collector and the man who keeps our Canadian Wooden Money listing up-to-date, has 
discovered three scout/guide woods as a result of some computer/internet searching and some 
perseverance on his part. 

To get the first wood, a Hamilton, Ontario 
wood, (shown here), Norm knew through 
contacts, that there was a Hamilton wood out 
there. Thus, he searched the internet under 
“Boy Scouts of Canada’ and was able to get a 
contact name for the Chapter that put out the 
woods. That person, who has since moved 
from Hamilton, was able to direct him fo a person that resulted in him acquiring this “ 1998 
Maple Leaf Chapter” wood. He, as well, was given some of the promotion material that was 
issued at that time, (reproduced here and on page six), along with a short write-up that appeared 
in the Hamilton Spectator newspaper. No more of these woods are available from the source as 
Norm was able to get only this wood. This wood is green in colour on both sides. | 

Norm was also fortunate enough to get the name of Murray Fried from Kitchener, Ontario and 
as a result got these two woods from him. To his knowledge, no more of these woods are 
available.
